aKistence . 

It is Known that many students transfer or obtain a job without 
conflating degree raquirements , and other studenta take clasgea foir 
personal development, in--service training, ot oAir reasons and 
obtaining an A. A. degree is not their objective, Nevertiieleas, 
Mialysis of oharacteristics of students obtaining A* A, degrees 
provides an importan't ^rspective on the collega'i accomplishment 
of its mission. 



PIOCBDU^ OF THE STODV 

Data for the l.A.C^C, graduates were obtained from Adinisslons 
Office records. Most of the data ooma from ^tatlitical tabulationi 
made by the Graduation Unit of that office. As some of the infornta^ion 
was incomplete, student's stated major for deftain years was tabulated 
from lists printed in graduation programs, tnasnnuch as some students 
on the list did not subiaquently graduate on sohedule, some totals 
in the data following do not match. However, such discrepanciea have 
little apparent effect on the overall picture, 

CQmparative data for 1977 for other California coiranunity colleges 
were obtained from the California PostsecondarF Education Coiraiiaiion' s 
Informat ion Digest 1978. 

FINDINGS 

Table 1 presents some selected statist ici on L.A,C.C* graduates 
over mm fifteen year period 1964-1979. Included are nimiber of grad- 
uates ^ percent of total enrollments, ntjyiitoejr and pircent male, and 
nimtoer and percent oompleting work in the Spting samester. Figure 1 
presents ioine of this infonnation graphicaliy*

This study looks at some characteristics of studanta who have 
earned the AA degree at l.A.C.C. during the past fifteen years. 

Following are some obaervationa on the f indingi i 

(3 ) Number of AA degrees awarded during an acadeniic year 

reached Its maximum in 1976 with 1719 students receiving 
the degree. In 1977 and 1978 however, the niMnbor dropped 
sharply with the 1288 awards in 1978 representing the 
lowest figure since 1968. 

(2) The number of graduates for a particular year has 
amounted to between 5 and 10 percent of the spring 
enrollment. Highest peroBiit was 9.4 in 1972, lowest 
was S.7 in 1964. 

(3) Approximately one-third of the graauates complete their 
work during the fall semester, two-thirds during the 
spring semBSter . 

(4) Since 1972, more females than males have received degrees. 
In 1978, the percent female reached 57,1, an all-time

A subjective clustering of majors indicatea that the 
number of AA degrees awarded in vocational areas , 
especially those in health sarvieta, has inereased 
markedly over the past fifteen years, 'rhe nuuiar 
receiving degrees in majors relating to bu,iines,s^has 
also increased but not as markedly. Fine Arts mSDors 
have changed little over the fifteen year period. Areas 
showing decline in nunibers are cofflmimioatlons (slightly) , 
sciences (although not since 1970) , and social sciences 
(markedly from 1964 to 1975). 

In Fall 1977, 102 California conmiunity college enrollments 
ranged from 558 to 31671, averaging 10,543. L.A.C.C. 
ranked fifteenth in the state with an enrollment of 19344. 

In 1976-77, numberB of AA- recipients in California community 
colleges ranged from 42 to 2406, averaging 678. L.A.C.C. 
ranked eleventh in the state with 1400 graduates. 

Ratio of number of 1976-77 graduates to fall enrollment rang« 
from 2.2% to 16.3%, averaging 6.4%. L.A.C.C. ranked thirty 
eighth with a ratio of 7.2%.

(9) Mumbor of full-tinie faculty in 1977-78 raflged from 13 
to 363, averaging 146. L.A.C.C. ranked fifth with 304 
full-time faculty reportad. 

(10) Ratio of onrollment to full-time faculty tanged from 22 
to 1263, averaging 73. L.A.C.C. ranked 42nd (from the 
lowest), averaging 64 students per full-time faculty. 
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
